Received M.C. With Bar for 
"Conspicuous Bravery 
Under Fire" 



The following detatls of the death 
in action of Lieut A. C. Strachan, 
M.C. (with Bar), R.F.A., Scl. '17. 
bare been reoe*ved from his father, 
Lieut-Colonel E. Aîftrey Strachan, 
Northumberland Fusiliers (late R. In- 
niskllling Fusiliers) : 

Strachan entered the Faculty of 
Applied Science in 1913, but got a 
nomination for Woolwich at the out- 
break of war, where be was made un- 
der ({fficer. He played in all the 
principal Rugby football matches 
. while at the shop. 

He was gazetted to the R.F.A. in 
April, 1915, and was sent to France 
to Join the 7Sth Battery the following 
June. The following November he 
went with them to Salonika, where he 
remained till the autumn of 1916. He 
was then sent home sick with malaria, 
but was cured aiid returned to (France 
the foUowing spring. In February, 
1918, he attended a Battery Command- 
er's Course at Shoeburyness and Sal- 
isbury Plain, and in his last letter to 
jhis mother, dated March 22nd, 1918, 
be said: "The report from the 
Oourse fetched up a few days ago — 
'Fit to be a captain and should soon 
[make a B.C.'" • Ho was killed in ac- 
i tion insUntaneously on March 28th, 
"1918, and was buried in the Fftnbourg 
d'Ainlcns-Arras, where there l'a a large 
military cemetery. 

The following letters were deceived 
by Lleut-Colonel Strachan from offi- 
cers of the 70th Brigade^ to which 
Ueut Strachan was attached: 

70th Brigade, R.FJL 
30-3-18. 

- Dear Colonel Strachan.— It is with 
deepest regret that I have to write 
to you of the death of your son In 
action. He was instantaneously 
killed in the Battery by a shell during 
a German attack. His major will 
have written to you. I know they 
were able to bring his body back. 

it is superfluous for me to praise 
the valuable service rendered by your 
son in this war. I penonally deplore 
hW loss, as one of the, best and nic- 
est subalterns I have met in this war. 
Ad absolute trustworthy, officer whose 
place it will be hard to fUl.

Dr. MacLean GavcJFlHe Lecture 
LaatNiiht 

At the regular meeting ot the (Them- 
leal Society, last nlgfct, Dr. A. M. Mc- 
Lean was the speaker, and the subject 
under consideration ■ was the very 
live one ot "Modern Explosives." Dr. 
McLeaa.has bad an extensive ezperl-; 
ence with explosives ^om a chemical 
viewpoint, and since ^e begiiintng of. 
the Great War has been acting in con- 
junction with the Imperial Munitions 
Board. The chemistry ot modern ex- 
plosives has assumed very large pro- 
portions, ahd has been « advanced 
considerably .by .virtue .ol^ th9 jfUt four 
years of intensive research. 'The 
speaker alluded to thetnost vital ques- 
tions in connecUon with the more 
Important explosive chemicals, namely 
the high exBlosJves. 

I^ese may be divided Into five 
classes— 'propellants, desruptivesi. de- 
tonators, iburstiag charges and com- 
mercial explosives.

Dear Clr,— I have the most painful 
task of Informing you that your son 
was killiid in action on March 28th, 
at 6. a.m. 

. As t expect you know, your, son was 
in the 75th BaitUry, when IjfU Ad- 
jutant of the 146th Brigade, so ours 
is an old friendship, and I ^ecially 
applied for him when he was posted 
to this Division. A more ygallont 
English gentleman and better pattern 
of what an officer should be cannot 
be , imagined. ' He was the very best 
subaltern I have ever had and besides 
th«t, we all feel, myself especially, 
that we have lost a very dose and 
dear friend. He had the most extra- 
ordinary high ideals of duty and 
honour and wonderful energy, cheer- 
fulness and wlllingneds, and his M.C. 
and bar testify, I think to- his great gal- 
lantry. Officers and beautiful char- 
acters like him are very few aftd far 
between— may he rest in peace. 

His death occurred during a big 
Boche attack— we had been sleeping

Vcxtd Qucstloa ' of Oppressed 
NatloM Afforded Food 
for Tkougkt 

An enthusiastic meeting of the His- 
torical Club was held last evsnlng in 
Strathcona Hall, about fifteen mem- 
bers attending. 

Dr. Fryer, who was present, spoke 
a tew words of thanks to the society 
for the gift of a cane made htm by 
it, saying that he felt a certain sus- 
picion that the present was similar 
to the silken cord formerly sent to 
Chinese officialis. - 

The speakers of the evening were 
Grant Smart and 0. Younger, both of 
'19, who read Interesting papers on 
Poland and the Jugo-Slav. situation. 
As these articles will be of interest 
to maay Who were unable to be pres- 
ent last higfht we are printing both 
below: 

POLAKD. 

Although it is now one hundred 
and twenty years since Peloid lost 
her independence and her cro^, and 
was •bsorbed iafo those kingdoms 
which many times before she had 
struggled to defeat, her long and 
glorious history has not faded from 
our minds, nor can we forget how she 
saved yiepna and Christianity, and 
stood as Europe's warden against the 
Turks.. In the Seventeenth Century 
she was one of the largest states In 
Europe, and in 1770 extended from the 
Baltic almost, to the shores of the 
Black 8es..embri^!lng a population of 
approximately eleyen and a half mil- 
lion—the fifth greatest state In {Jst 
of European countries in respect to 
p<^Ution, and .the third greatest in 
territorial extent! . 

The histofF- of the couatry is a tale 
of the great stmegles against those 
powerful neighbors, who tried to 
crush her, coupled with the story of 
gigantic Internal conflicts, almost un- 
eaualled either before or since. 

To eone to ray understanding of 
the Polish questien, which is so 
troubling the Allies at this time, an 
understanding which, by the way, no 
one seems to have arrived at; a cer- 
tain amoant ot the kstory of the 
couatrr mtat be understood, for it il- 
lustrates the characteristics of the 
people, and would tend to show how 
their political and military aggran- 
disement would affect the position of 
the Oreat Powers. But please do not 
nBtunderstand me. ^ I am not here in 
the guise of political prophet, nor 
would I be so bold as to attempt to 
tathom such Intricate problems as 
have- battled the greatest living sUtes- 
men. i«t me merely state the tacts 
as they aré presented by the authorities 
on the question and* leave you to the 
conjecture ot the beet methods of deal- 
ing with this turbulent pe^e. 

Passing Ofer the early aad tor the 
most part Imaginative history of the 
country, we arrive in year 962, at the 
entry of Poland into the annals of Eu- 
ropean political, history, and the ac- 
cession ot Mldslss L as Dnke ot Pol- 
and. Dntiag . . the xeign of 
IDelslas, PotaB4 accepted Christian- 
ity from Rome,\n4l the country thus 
became a weetem nation aad a pupil 
ot lAtin ' etvUlsatioii. Mlclslas was 
■veeeeéed by his son Boleslas I., sur- 
named "The Oreat," who wis granted 
the title (R King FOpe Otto III. 
He greatly extended his dominions by 
snstalning a successful war with Ger- 
many, and brought peace tor a time 
to his eoostry. 

After his death. In 1026, there fol- 
lowed a sertes of incompetent rulers 
and dissension and decay became ram-

Prussia 'waged war 
against her and penetrated to the very 
heart of the country. With the aid 
of the Teutonic Knights, however, she 
was repulsed in a war which became 
practically one of extermination. 

But, in spite of these temporary 
successes, Poland was unabla to stem 
the tide of invading enemies, which 
swept over her in 1241, reducing her 
to the verge of ruin, and defeating her 
armies in a great battle near Wahl- 
statt From this time Poland began 
to decline, various districts were ced- 
ed to the Margraves of Brandenburg, 
while many others were colonised by 
Germans and also Jews. 

la 1306, Wladislas, the Short, came 
to the throne, and both he and his son 
Casimir III., the Grîat, restored unity 
to the country, and greatly Improved 
internal conditions. Upon Caslmlr's 
death, the crown descended to the 
King of Hungary, and he. In turn, wuk 
succeeded by Jagello (^Vladislas IV.), 
Orand Duke of Litiiuaniu, ihii.s unit- 
jing for the first time Poltuul uud 
j Lithuania. His successor. W'ladlslus 
v.; was, however, not acknowledged 
King In Lithuania, but in the 
reign Lithuania was again ..unilcd to 
Poland.

of the explosive manufacturer, the 
ttry* -nffiTiVst ■ purity Is demanded, 
measurel by its various physical con- 
stants. A demonstration of the 
method of nitrating glycerine by means 
of mixed acid was i^wa In miniature. 
The viscous liquid is next mixed with 
certain proportions of gun cotton and 
vaseline in the production of cordite. 
Attention was directed to the differ- 
ences in composition of the latter at 
present to the older .variety called 
M.K.I. The revised formula demands 
less nitroglycerine and more gun cot- 
ton, and causes a marked reduction 
in the temperature of explosion. The 
most important and the swerest test 
which cordite must pass is called the 
Abel Heat Test, and this waa described 
in detail. 

Nitrocellulose, commercially called 
gun cotton, was the next explosive 
considered, and the variations of the 
former as a chemical individual In the 

commercial product were discussed. 
The process of manufacture was brief- 
ly outlined, with special reference to 
the removal of water by means of 
alcohol and ether, and the production 
of the commercial pyro-cotton. The 
addition of dlphenylamiuo to neutral- 
ize any acidity which u.laht develop 
through time is an innovation. The 
various tests which the final product 
must pass were here deseriibed. The 
German heat test by means of a tem- 
perature of 136 degrés C. maintained 
for one hour In the presence of 
methyl violet test paper is aa import- 
ant standard. 

Picric acid was next shown to pos- 
sess very marked properties as ru» 
sards detonation rate and desruptlve 
power. In tjese particulars it sur- 
passes T.N.T. The outstanding dis- 
advantage Is its high melting point, 
viz., 12-' deg. C, but of late an im- 
provement has been Introduced by 
preparing mixtures of picric acid and 
such substances as dlnitrotolume and 
nitronaphthalene. Metallic Impur- 
ities are, however, very dangerous in 
the loaded shell and every varnishing 
is of prime importance. 

Trinitrotoluol has been mixed with 
ammonium nitrate with Improved ef- 
fects.

In 
the treaties which followed Ducal or 
East Prussia was siiirendered to 
Brandenburg, almost all Livonia to 
Sweden, and Smolensk Severia and 
the Ukraine beyond the Dnieper to 
Russia.
